"BACK 10 BRICK” IS 
SLOGAN OF MAKERS 
OF CLAY PRODUGTS 


Convention Hears Interesting Ad- 
dress at Session Held This 
Morning 


BUILDERS HEAR OF THE 
ADVANTAGES OF CONCRETE 


One Section of Builders’ Conven- 
tion Advocates Use of Brick, 
the Other Concrete 


“Back to Brick" ts the slogen of the 
second annual convention of the Al- 
berta Clay Products Manufacturers’ 
Association, now in session in the Ed- 
monton Paint and Glass building, on 
Iifth street. 

he convention met yesterday 
afternoon for routine business, and 
this morning listened to an address 
on “The Physical Properties of 
Clays,"" by W. 8. Worcester, former 
professor in the college of ceramics 
of the University of Ohio, and now 
superintendent of the Tregi!!us Clay 
Products Company, of Calgary, whose 
stiff! mud plant is said to be the larg- 
est in the West. 

During the discussion that followed 
the address, it was suggested that the 
importance of the clay products in- 
dustry in Alberta would warrant the 
establishment of a course in ceramics 
at the provincial university, 

Testing of Clays. 

Mr. Worcester's address dealt with 
the behaviour of clays under varying 
temperatures ff the kiln, and he ex- 
plained, by the use of charts, the 
methods adopted to test the absorp- 
tion and shrinkage of unknown mud. 
“Thousands of dollars have been 
thrown away," he said, “on chemical 
analysis. iiven when the chemical 
composition is known, it is impossible 
to decide, except by actual experi- 
ment, how clays will behave under 
heat.” 

By means of a series of smull 
bricks, taken from the kiln at gradu- 
ated temperatures, Mr. Worcester iI- 
lustrated the method of testing clays, 
by the use of cones of Known proper- 
ties, placed close to the spy-hole ot 
the kiln, 

Samples of stYange clays are 
ground, screened and worked to a 
plastic condition with water. Ob- 
servations are then taken of the 
shrinkage in the kiln, and also of the 
absorption. The lecturer followed 
the four samples of clay exhibited 
through various stages, pointing out 
the changes in color and texture. 

He cautioned the public and users 
of fire brick generally against pur- 
chasing products that had not been 
carried by heat to the limit of shrink- 
age. 

Back to Brick Slogan, 

W. J. Trve--- president of the 
Tregillus Clay Products Company, 
commenting upon the address, said 
that the ery of “Back to brick” was 
an indication of the return of the 
modern builder to a material which 
was the favorite of the ancients, and 
which, in fire-resisting qualities and 
durability, proved far superior to 
concrete and stone. 

Builders’ Convention, 

J. P. O'Leary, of Baskatoon, ad- 
dressed the Builders’ Exchanges con- 
vention this morning on “Reinforced 
concrete as applied to structures.” He 
guve a brief history of the use of con- 
crete, mentioning its use in the con- 
struction of the pyramids, the Roman 
roads, and the pools of King Solomon, 
nine miles from Jerusalem, and stated 
that after European engineers had 
studied the subject from a scientific 
standpoint, steel concrete buildings 
had begun to be recognized about the 
year 1900 as a structural possibility. 

Speaking of the vaiue of concrete 
construction in schools and institu- 
tional ‘buildings, he said: “If the dif- 
ferent committees governing the erec- 
tion of such public structures as 
schools, hospitals, libraries, convents 
universities and municipal buildings 
would take into consideration the 
loss of life in semi-fireproof buildings, 
and would have them erected of con- 
crete, those buildings would stand as 
monuments of their wisdom and fore- 
sight.” 

No Bar To Architecture, 

Answering the objection that rein 
forced concrete is not practicable for 
architectural design, Mr. O'Leary cit 
ed the Hart Memorial hospital of 
Rochester, N.Y., built entirely of that 
material, and thereby rendered gerin 
proof, fire-proof and soundproof. “Ail 
the footings, foundations, wails stairs, 
columns, beams, floors and roofs,” he 
stated, “are of solid concrete, as are 
the eaves and cornices which are can- 
ti-levered out from the roof construc- 
tion. The great columns of the por- 
tieo were cast in position of solid con- 
crete, and the carved capitals super- 
imposed. All the decorations are of 
the same material

REDISTRIBUTION, 
Ottawa, Friday, Feb, 20th. 

The Redistribution Bill was 
read a second time on Thursday. 
The Prime Minister’s remarks 
were limited to the acceptance of 
the suggestion by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, that the committee 
should consist of nine instead of 
seven, so that the Opposition 
might have a representative for 
each of the four great divisions of 
the country. The committee 
named by the Premier consists of : 
Honourable . P. Pelletier, for Que- 
bec; Honourable Dr. Reid, On- 
tario; E. N. Rhodes, Maritime 
Provinces, and R, B. Bennett, the 
Western Provinees; Honourable 
Robert Rogers, chairman. The 
Opposition members are: Honour- 
able Dr, Beland, for ‘Quebee ; KE. 
M. Macdonald, Maritime Prov- 
inces; F. F, Pardee, Ontario, and 
W. A. Buchanan, the Western 
Provinces, 

Trade Commission, 

When the estimates of the 
Trade and Commerce Departinent 
were under consideration, a vote 
of $5,000 for an Imperial Trade 
Commission was the oecasion of a 
large amount of discussion, The 
commission was formed at the 
suggestion of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
at the Imperial Conference of 
1911. When the Conservative 
Government was installed, Hon- 
ourable Mr. Foster was appointed 
the Canadian representative, He 
spoke hopefully of the results to 
be attained in the promotion of 
inter- Imperial trade. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier regretted 
that Mr. Foster was not able to 
attend the meeting of the com- 
mission to be held shortly in Cape 
Town, being detained in Ottawa 
by his duties as Minister, He 
thought that it would have been 
better had the policy of the late 
Government been followed, and a 
competent business man been ap- 
pointed who would have been able 
to give closer attention to the 
work of the commission. 

W. F. McLean, of the Toronto 
World, and Conservative member 
for South York, drew attention to 
the condition of trade between 
Canada and Great Britain owing 
to the shipping combine on the 
Atlantic, and enlarged on the 
subject to include the need of 
dealing with the existing monop- 
oly in transportation, inland as 
well as at sea. He maintained 
that to a great extent the ocean 
carrying trade was linked with 
Canadian railway transportation, 
and that the Government of Can- 
ada had jurisdiction that enabled 
it to deal with the matter, if it 
was so minded. 

The Farm and Finance, 

Hon, Frank Oliver quoted from 
the report of the Saskatchewan 
Grain Commission to show that 
the cost of transportation of grain 
from the prairies to Liverpool had 
increased nearly 15 per cent since 
1909, and that, as a necessary con- 
sequence, the price of wheat to 
the Saskatchewan farmer had de- 
creased from an average of BL 
cents per bushel in 1909 to 66 
cents per bushel in 1913, Accom- 
panying this decrease in price had 
been an increase of 12 per cent in 
cost of production; so that, while 
the farmer received 15 cents a 
bushel less for his grain in 1909, 
it cost him 12 per cent more to 
produce it. On a one-thousand- 
bushel carload of grain, the report 
showed an increase of charges be- 
tween the farmer and the market 
of approximately $2.00 in bank 
interest, $10 in increased lake and 
rail charges, #35 in ocean steam- 
ship charges—a total of $42 per 
car. All other charges were 
estimated the same in 1913 as in 
1909, 

There was nothing to be said 
against an Imperial Trade Oom- 
mission.

{ Dallis, Texas, Feb, 25,—Revocable 
paroles for fifty convicts were signed 
by Governor Colquitt yesterday, and 
with their departure from the Hunts- 
Villé penileuuy today the State will 
inaugurate an experiment in the 
management of prisoners without 
guards or shackles, and a profit-shar- 
ing plan for their work on public 
roads. 

The State will receive $15 a month 
for each convict’s labor, half of this 
will go to the penitentiary fund and 
half to the man’s personal account. 
The county in which the men work 
will maintain them without the ex- 
pense of guards and overseers.
